JAPAN. 

The following summary of Japan news to the{2nd of October— 
twelve days later than that brought by the P. and O. mail—has 
been received by the Pacific mail steamer Japan, which reached 
San Francisco on the 20th ult. :— 

The Mikado had issued his proclamation, declaring that the city 
of Yedo, the capital of Japan, shall be hereafter called “Toakei,” 
or the Eastern Capital. The port of Yedo was to have been opened 
to foreigners on the first day of October. The present Governor 
of Yokohama had requested that the foreign representatives be 
transferred to Yedo. 

Intelligence from Nagasaki represents that the town of Negati 
(Negato?) had been bombarded by steamers from Satsuma and 
Chosiu, and the place totally destroyed. No other military events 
of importance bad occurred since the previous advices, although 
considerable fighting was reported, the advantage resting with the 
Northern army. 

Advices of Aug. 22, from Costries (?) Bay, state that the steamer 
Honan had exploded, killing Geo. C. Herman, first assistant engi- 
neer, Mr. Bernard, third assistant engineer, and five Chinamen, and 
badly scalding the chief engineer, Mr. Harlon, and three Chinamen, 





HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

We have to report a particularly disagreeable occurrence at 
Kobe. On the night of the 3lst August half-a-dozen midshipmen, 
whose names, we are truly sorry to say, are not in our possession, 
two from the U.S. Oneida, four from H.I.M. Venus and Belliquese, 
dined at a French restaurant in Kobe, after which they went to 
the Yoshiwarra, which we may as well, for the proper understand- 
ing of this affair, call for once by its English name of a brothel. 
After misbehaving themselves there—for even in such a place 
misbehaviour is possible—they turned out and smashed the 
lamp of an adjacent guard-house, a lamp, be it remarked, with 
the Mikado’s crest upon it, and to natives as significant a symbo] 
of power as the Eagle in American Consulates or the tricolour in 
front of a French Legation. The guard turned out, some of the 
midshipmen gallantly drew their revolvers and blazed away so 
soon as they saw that the Japanese did not draw their swords, 
and finally, after several shots had been fired, the party ran away 
down to the bund. There they again fired at a boatman, who 
paddled out from the wharf, refusing to take them off, and the 
quiet of the night was ultimately restored by the arrival of some 
men-of-war's boats, whose crews took the drunken boys to their 
respective ships. 

The foregoing facts we take from the Hiogo and Osaka Herald 
of Sept. 5, whose account of the transaction is concluded by the 
following phrase :—* The commanders of the three vessels in ques- 
tion went to Governor Ito Shunski and Fg for the conduct 
of their countrymen, promising that the offenders should be 

unished.” This affair bourse on Aug. 31. We (Japan Times) 

ave letters from Kobe to the 11th inst., but are without any re- 
cord of this promise having been fulfilled. We defer further com- 
ment until we learn what action has been taken in the matter. 

The Kobe land sale took place on the 10th, when thirty-seven 
lots out of the seventy-four put up were sold at prices varying 
from 0.05 to 24 boos per tsubo above the upset price of eight boos. 
Truly, when a merchant can be found to buy their land at £3,000 
per acre, we must retract the blame we lately heaped upon the 
native Government for greedily asking £750 for it. The land sale 
at Osaka is fixed for the 25th inst. ; beyond this we have no news 
of any importance from the South, 
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YOKOHAMA. 

The P. and O. mail just delivered brings Yokohama advices to 
the 19th September. The outward mails of July 17 and 18 were 
received on the 7th and 8th September respectively, the English 
and French lines alike performing the distance in fifty-two days. 
The Japan Herald gives the following summary of news :— 

The position of the two parties supposed to be engaged in @ con- 
test for supreme power in Japan remains unaltered.

anxious to restore the hated Shiogoonate. Neither party has suffi- 
cient confidence in its own strength to atianrt anything serious 
against the other, and commerce languishes in an uneasy 
and uncertain atmosphere of peace, that may at any moment 
be convulsed by a thunderstorm of war. We have uncon- 
firmed reports from Nee-e-gata of some days’ fighting, the 
result of which is said to have been the retirement of the Northern 
troops from the place; but the native authorities here still pro- 
test to the British Minister against foreigners resorting to the 
port, as they cannot yet open it to foreign trade under the necessary 
condition of guaranteeing security to foreign life and property. 
As, some months since, they told the Representatives of Prussia 
and Italy that there was no objection to Prussians and Italians 
resorting thither, and as the Albion and other vessels have been 
there and returned without the occurrence of any disaster, the 
Foreign Ministers are planted in face of a dilemma, and their 
contradictory notifications threaten an antagonism, the character 
and consequences of which are too scrious for discussion in this 
gossiping summary of the fortnight’s news. 

We have more than one incident of considerable interest to com- 
mercial men to mention in the present number of the Overland 
Mail. The Japanese Government, under the 2nd Article of the 
Convention of Yedo of 1866, have demanded a revision of the 
tariff so far as regards silk and tea. The effect of their claim, if 
conceded, will be to increase the duty on the former staple, our chief 
article of export, from dols. 24.12 to 37.50 per picul. The British 
Minister and some of his colleagues have naked the opinion and ad- 
vice of the Chamber of Commerce, which has appointed a special com- 
mittee for the consideration of the question. 

Out of the uncertain action of the Mikado’s Government res- 
pecting the opening of Nee-e-gata has arisen a difficulty, for- 
tunately soon settled, concerning produce bought there and at 
some neighbouring ports and brought hither for sale or shipment 
to Europe. The Custom-house authorities set up a claim 
to confiscate it, its importers being unable, of course, to 
show any permits to Oe This claim was resisted, and 
on very good grounds. The regulations of trade attached to 
the treaties forbid smuggling goods into unopened ports, and 
name the penalty of 1,000 dols. for every such offence. The 
Order in Council, which affects British subjects only, states 
(Cap. 92) that trading to unopened ports is a misdemeanour, and 
that any principal, agent, shipowner, shipmaster, or supercargo 
who may engage in it is liable, on conviction, to imprisonment up 
to two years, with or without hard labour, and with or without a 
fine not exceeding 10,000 dols., at the discretion of the Court. On 
the other hand, Art.5 of the Convention of 1866 says :— 

“ All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed from any 
place in Japan to any of the ports open to foreign trade, free of 
any tax or transit duty other than the usual tolls levied equally 
on all traffic for the maintenance of roads or navigation.” 

Not a word is said hero to indicate that such produce may not 
be brought from an unopened port to an open port by foreigners in 
foreign bottoms, and with this clause as leader of his team, it 
would appear that a merchant may drive the proverbial coach-and 
six through Treaties and Orders in Council alike, so far as this par- 
ticular branch of the coasting trade is concerned. But we hope 
soon to hear that all this paper difficulty has been settled, and the 
new trade fully and formally legalised, by proclamation of the 
Mikado’s intention to act up to his treaty engagements, and as- 
surance of his power to carry them out. 

H.M.S. Rattler left Yokohama for Hakodati, it was said, on the 
9th inst., and the Dupleix followed her on the 12th. Various con- 
jectures are hazarded as to their destination. It is said that their 
errand has some connection with the establishment of lighthouses 
on the ccast,and again that a visit to the Kurile Islands is in con- 
templation. 

Either the Dupletr or Rattler carries an ‘agent of the Italian Le- 
gation empowered to arrest at Hakodati M. Giuseppe dell ’Oro 
whose brother, M. Isidoro dell ’Oro, has already been imprisoned 
here. > The order for these arrests came from Florence by wire, and 
the reason for them has not transpired. The recently discovered 
fraud in silk-egg cards is of course generally supposed to be the 
proximate cause, but we believe this to be an error. 

We mentioned, a month ago, the appointment of Mr. Grinnell, 
of the U. S. Navy, and General Frank, of the U. 8. Consular 
Service, to posts of considerable importance under the new Govern- 
ment. We have now to announce tho resignation of the French 
and English officers engaged by the late Shiogoon to instruct their 
aid and navy. 

The local papers notice the departure of two gentlemen whose 
loss will be folt by the community—Mr, A. 0. Gay, chairman of 


A Tientsin correspondent writes :— 

“The Peking Gazette, I believe, says the rebels are all beaten 
and killed ; but when I was at Taku the other day, several boats, 
full of people, came in from Ta-tsan, saying a great number of 
mounted rebels had just arrived there. A boy, formerly servant 
to one of the missionarics, has come into Tientsin, saying the 
rebels are in great numbers in that neighbourhood, ‘their flags 
darkening the air.’ We had some heavy squalls of wind and rain 
a few days ago, and a good deal of hail. One piece I picked up 
was as large as a small hazel nut. We are looking forward to 
T-seng-kwo-fan’s arrival as affording some prospect that we may 
get the Chaitang coal mines open, or at least a road made to them, 
as he is reported to be in favour of mining.” 


CHEFOO. 

We hear that gold diggers at Mosan, twenty-six miles from 
Chefoo, are covering their expenses, and making something over. 
As no complaints come from the other parties who remain out, it 
may be assumed that they are doing likewise. H.M.S. Zebra 
arrived in Chefoo on the 12th inst., from Nagasaki, and was to 
remain there for a week or so. The object of the visit has 
reference to the gold fields, but there scems no need of any in- 
terference at present. It is said that the Taoutai wished the com- 
mander to send some of his blue jackets into the country to arrest 
the men who are occupied in getting gold ; but the request was 
very properly declined, with an intimation that H.M.’s ships were 
not appointed to undertake the internal police arrangements of 
China. The Taoutai is thus left to his own resources, of which he 
fully appreciates the weakness ; so as all accounts from the mines 
show the diggers to be peacefully inclined, it is presumed that 
the local mandarins have made up their minds that the Feng-shuey 
are not dangerously affected after all. 





SHANGHAT. 

From this port our advices are to September 26. The English 
mail of July 31 arrived on September 13, with telegrams to 
August 17. Telegrams to August 23 had been received via Galle, 
and to September 1 via Kiachta. 

Further intelligence has been reccived of Mr. Cooper’s progress 
on his journey overland to Calcutta. The 1. C, Daily Nevs says: 
—“We have received news from Mr. Cooper, who had reached 
Bathang, on the frontier of Thibet, after a very hard journey of 
twenty days from Ta-tsien-loo, during which he had suffered 
greatly. The Chinese authorities had refused to allow him to 
cross into ‘lhibet. [le had been delighted to hear of a pass into 
Assam only fourteen days journey distant ; but though the officials 
were willing the native merchants had opposed his going this 
way, fearing an influx of Assam teas into Thibet, Shortness of funds 
prevented his waiting and trying to carry his point by peraist- 
ence ; so he was obliged to accept the proposal of the authorities 
to pass him down to the frontiers of Yunan, thus falling back on 
his dernier resort of reaching Calcutta by way of Talee and 
Bhamo.” 

The Evening Express states that Ting, the Footai of Soochow, 
has been down upon a secret visit. having for its object the matur- 
ing of some arrangements for the suppression of robberies, which 
have of late become very prevalent. 

The regulation by which small sums of moncy can be trans- 
mitted through the British Post-office to England is to be ex- 
tendedjto Yokohama and Hong Kong after the 1st November. 

Mr. Ney Elias’ expedition, under the auspices of the North 
China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, for the purpose of ex- 
amining the Yellow River, left this port in the Fusiy«ma for Chin- 
kiang, whence they will procecd to the river via the Grand Canal. 

A great deal of discussion has been given rise to by the erection 
of some posts in the Szechuen-road and other parts of the settle- 
ment, designed to carry a telegraph from Messrs. Russell and Co.’s 
house to the S.S.N. Company’s godowns at Hongque. It appears 
that permission was given by the Works Committee of the late 
Municipal Council to erect them, on the condition that the 
thoroughfares would not be obstructed ; and that upon the poles 
being erected the telegraph constructor discovered that they 
would not answer, and immediately changed the plan without 
waiting for remonstrance. The delay of a day or two has naturally 
occurred, and the public, to whom no intimation that the Council 
had assented to the ercction of the poles had been given, became 
somewhat loud in their complaints, though the chief grounds for 
discontent do not appear to be more than that the matter was not 
made public at the proper time. 

HLE, the Hon. J. Ross Browne, the new American Minister to 
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Peking, left on the 16th Sept., in the Manchu, for Tientsin and 
the capital. 

Tseng-kwo-fan has been appointed to the Vice-Royalty of 
Chilhi, and will be succeeded by the present acting Viceroy of |: 
Fohkien, Mah. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 


Sept. 25, 1868. 

The last English mail left this on the 12th {inst., carrying with 
it the news of the outrages committed ,upon the Protestant mis- 
sionaries at Yangchow, which outrages were not only winked at, 
but positively encouraged by the local officials and literati. You 
also heard of the departure of H.M.S. Rinaldo for Chinkiang, 
having Mr. Medhurst on board, who went up determined to obtain 
reparation, or at Icast to discover the reason of the set made upon 
the English residents. JI may here remark, by the way, that these 
missionaries, whose names are now in everyholy’s mouth, are, so 
far as I know, the only Protestants who have adopted the native 
dress as well for women as for men. The women go about in pan- 
taloons, and adorn their heads teapot fashion, and to-morrow, about 
the time that the Ganges is carrying this letter down the river, 
one of the men of the party is to be married in the English Church 
to one of the “teapot-ed” females. You may easily imagine that 
the barn which now does duty as a church will be filled to 
overflowing. All this, however, ought to go in parentheses, and 
therefore, apologising to you and your readers for the digression, 

Jreturn to the mission of Mr. Medhurst. Having arrived off the en- 

trance of the Grand Canal, Mr. Medhurst, Captain Bush, R.N., and 

about thirty marines and blue-jackets paid a visit to the Prefect of 

Yangchow, who (if you will pardon another digression) was for- 

merly Hsien of Shanghai, and was removed in consequence of 

urgent representations made by all the foreign Consuls. Fortified 
by the presence of a military force, Mr. Meadows demanded from 
the Prefect and the Tartar General the issue of a proclamation 
forbidding the molestation of British subjects, the degradation of 
the mandarin who immediately instigated the assault, and full 
compensation for all injury done. Further, Mr. Meadows insisted 
upon the punishment of the literati who were concerned in the 
affair. The last demand the Prefect declared himself unable to 
accede to, and consequently it was arranged that the Rinaldo, with 
the Chinese magistrate following in his boat, should go to Nanking, 
where the affair was to be referred to Tseng Kuofan. As the latter has 
just been appointed Viceroy of the province of Chili, and as he is 
to be succeeded in the two kiang by Ma, the Viceroy of Chekiang 
and Fukien, who is notoriously hostile to foreigners, it was thought 
that Tseng would be glad of the opportunity of leaving a favour- 
able impression after him in the minds of foreigners, and would, 
therefore, do speedy justice in the case. An interview was ob- 
tained, and everything that was demanded was promised. It must 
be remembered that the Finaldo was then lying off Nanking. 
Now, however, unluckily, Captain Bush fell ill, and perhaps his 
illness, whatever it was, may have been so severe as to render it 
unadvisable for him to wait for the arrival of one of the American 
saloon boats, which, on an average, pass Nanking on the downward 
trip oftener than every second day. At any rate he did not wait, 
but brought his ship to Shanghai, as the most obvious way of 
transporting himself. Meanwhile, Mr. Medhurst was left to his 
own unsupported devices, and although he pushed the matter to 
such an extent, and exhibited so much diplomatic ability as well 
as earnestness, that the English residents in Shanghai are loud in 
his praises, the whole affair was a failure, the Lpeietee proclamation 
asserting the right of foreigners to rent land and houses at Yang- 
chow was refused, the litcrati were said to be above punishment 
for such an offence, and the claim for damages to property was, 
without even the form of an investigation or report, cut down one- 
half. There the matter now stands, and “ what will Alcock do?” 
is on every tongue. The Yankeeism “ not much ” appears to come 
naturally as the reply. 

Of course in Shanghai, where, as you know, the peculiarly Eng- 
lish style of opinion is predominant, the return of the Rinaldo 
elicited a series of groans publicly in the papers, and privately 
over every dinner-table in the Scttlement. So far did this go that 
Mr. Medhurst felt himself compelled to give Captain Bush a 
medical certificate, or what amounted to the same thing. Im- 
pelled by a chivalrous feeling that does more honour to his heart 
than to his head he tried to excuse his colleague for bringing his 
ship away, and stated that he (Captain Bush) was so sick that he 
did not feel it would be right to press him to stay. The italics 
are mine, and I think you will agree that there is a sort of ironi- 
cal bouquet, very subtle, yet still appreciable by an educated 
palate, in the Consul’s apology for Captain Bush. That Captain 
Bush has immortalised himself in China there cannot bea doubt. 
I may be allowed to express a hope that the renown he has pe 
will not be held by the Admiralty to be sufficient reward for his 
services. , 

Complaints are crowding into the daily papers from all quarters, 
written by missionaries, who, according to their own accounts, are, 
both in their own persons and in those of their converts, subjected 
to continual persecution. We hear but one side of the story, and 
I fancy there may be another side. My experience of Protestant 
missionaries (with a few noble exceptions) and of native converts 
permits me to feel very confident in my own mind that there is 
iome reason for the hostility which is shown. 

From the north of China we have no news except that “the 
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rebels are receiving vast accessions to their numbers in the 
neighbourhood of Tientsin”—a sentence which no doubt you 
keep in type. Perhaps ’tis true, but if it be so, and if it 
has been so for the period of twelve months during which 
it has been reported most religiously three times a month, 
it appears to me strange that nothing has come of it, or at 
least that} no one in Tientsin knows anything about the bands 
which are said to be so close. Trade is not interfered with, and I 
yesterday ‘met a Catholic missionary who has just completed a 
tour through the north and west, and who assured me that the 
roads within districts which are reported to be disaffected are as 
safe {as those in places under Imperial protection, and often 
safer. I need not tell you the particulars that have reached us of 
Mr. Cooper's journey. No doubt you have already read them in 
the Indian papers. The bare fact is that he had reached the borders 
of Thibet, but was not allowed to cross the frontier. Ie will, 
therefore, attempt to reach India after passing through Yunan. 
It is easy to set in an arm-chair and criticise the labours of a 
traveller in a strange country ; but it appears wonderful that so 
much difficulty should always be experienced by English explorers 
in China, although there is not a corner that has not been visited 
by Jesuit priests. The fact is so, and it may fairly be asked 
whether some of the difficulty is not of the travellers’ own 
making. Ningpo letters contain nothing but an announcement 
of the formation of an amateur dramatic company, the members 
of which promise delectation for the winter to the inhabitants of 
that flourishing settlement, which some one has irreverently chris- 
tened “Little Pedlington.” The Chefoo diggings are said to be 
paying the expenses of the miners, including the cost of transit of 
supplies over the eighty li which separates the diggings from 
Chefoo. The officials are very anxious to stop the work, and are 
said to have lately requested the commander of an English gun- 
boat to send up and arrest all British subjects engaged in mining. 
I can’t vouch for this story, but, whether true or false, there were 
of course no steps of the kind taken. 

We are not altogether without news from Japan although we 
can [as usual] make nothing of it, and we are [as usual] confident 
that the political portion of it will all be contradicted by next 
steamer. We aro informed that the Mikado has had his power 
usurped by his uncle, that whichever gets the upper hand will 
remove to Yedo, and that the name of that city will be changed 
to Higashi-no-Kioto—whatever that means. So much may be 
“gammon,” but an unfortunate circumstance has occurred at 
Yokohama, about which there can be no doubt. A party of Eng- 
lish and French midshipmen who were dining at a foreign restau- 
rant in the settlement adjourned after dinner to a house of ill- 
fame, where they made so unbearable a disturbance that they were 
put out. Opposite tho door was a huge lamp on which the 
Mikado’s arms were emblazoned. This proved too great a tempta- 
tion, and accordingly it was smashed. The native guard then 
came up, and the “officers and gentlemen,” I suppose anticipating 
an attack, drew their revolvers and let the Japanese havo a volley. 
Fortunately, no mischief was done; the foreigners then ran away 
firing as they ran, and it was not until a boat’s crew was landed 
that the young gentlemen could be brought to their senses. On 
the following day the commanders of the vessels to which the 
offenders belonged called on the governor and made a most ample 
apology, promising that the youths engaged in the broil should 
be severely punished. I notice, however, that the Japan papers 
seem to hint that the latter promise has not been kept. 

Returning now to China, the only local items are the departure 
for Poking of the American Minister on the 17th inst., the wreck 
of the Ocean Steam Navigation Company’s steamer Ajar, and an 
extraordinary number of fires in the native quarter of the settle- 
ment. Doubtless the loss of the Ajaz has already been reported 
by telegraph. It seems that her shaft was disconnected for repair, 
and that the screw was secured by merely temporary lashings ; the 
force of the tide caused these to give, and through the hole thus 
left she filled. There was very little cargo on board, but the mere 
weight of the ship herself is sufficient to make her raising more — 
than doubtful. A local contractor, Mr. Batchelder, is to receive 
£45,000 if he succeeds in bringing her up, and his expenses are 
to be paid in case of failure. ‘The first step has been taken. 
After numerous fruitless attempts on the part of European 
divers, a Chinaman has succeeded in plugging the hole, and the 

rocess of pumping out will commence immediately. A steamer 
built at the Kiang-nan (native) factory made her trial trip tho 
other day. I did not witness it, but the papers are loud in praise. 
Even a modest share of success would under the circumstances be 
very creditable. The new church is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, and during the last week the appearance of rafters, which 
now cover in the transepts and chancel, promises that the middle 
of noxt year will sce it completed. We havo had a fair share of 
amusement in the shape of theatricals; an American troupe now 
occupy the pretty little “ Lyceum,” and on Tuesday evening next 
the “A.D.C.” (Amateur Dramatic Company) open their season 
with “Plot and Passion.” Judging by former seasons, we look 
forward to more enjoyment from the exertions of the A.D.O. than 
from any other source of amusement open to us, From gay to 

grave—reversing the quotation—the health of the settlement 
during the summer, which has now quite passed by, was most re- 
markable. Without any cvtraordinary exodus to Japan, or to the 
refuges for the sick, thenumberof deaths hasbeen below the average. 
The truth of this may best be judged from the ghastly cemetery sta- 
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tistics. The new cemetery was opened on the 27th of June, and 
since then there have been but nine interments, of which four 
were infants. None of the deaths arose from climatic causes—for 
dysentery may occur anywhere. I must not forget to mention a 
curious circumstance which occurred here on the 16th instant. 
There was a procession of Ningpo men, which takes place each 
year, in which hitherto a junk has figured conspicuously to typify 
the junk which is to carry each individual Ningpo man to his 
home On this occasion the junk was replaced by a brilliantly 
illuminated model of an American saloon steamer. 

It is generally understood that the land regulations adopted on 
the 6th of March, 1866, and subsequently approved separately 
by each of the great Powers, will soon be formally approved by 
the committee of Ministers—native and foreign— in which case 
they will become the law of the settlement. . 

A letter, like a conversation, would be aneompice without 
some notice of the weather. After a long-continued drought the 
equinox has ushered in heavy showers, disappointing the members 
of the cricket club, who had commenced operations. 














HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port are to the 2nd October. The English 
mails of the 14th and French mails of the 18th August arrived 
out on the 21st and 28th September respectively, the latter con- 
veying London telegrams to September 8. The local news is again 
very meagre, a series of murders supplying almost the only topic 
of discussion. : 

The following, on the working of the Gambling Ordinance, is 
from the China Mail :—“ The change which is reported to have 
been made by his Excellency in the amounts paid by the gam- 
bling-house keepers is a curious exemplification of the manner in 
which Sir R. MacDonnell has set about ‘suppression. We be- 
lieve that his efforts —on the principle of killing the goose which 
lays the golden eggs—will be completely successful, as even now 
the licensees are beginning to declare that it hardly pays to keep 
the hells open, especially since the European portion of the com- 
munity are debarred from play at such placa by which all profits 
are diminished by one-third. But the Governor has shown his 
acuteness in taking all that can be got prior to the inevitable 
shutting-up which, in deference to the powerful party whose 
opinion he has despised, will ere long be definitely directed by 
the home authorities. It is to be hoped that no unpleasant re- 
marks will be made about this proceeding on his Excellency’s 
part when the whole matter is reviewed in the House, as those 
most bitterly opposed to licensed gambling can hardly resist a 
smile at the very unforseen way in which his Excellency has con- 
trived to take ‘suppressive’ measures.” 

The Canton steamer was fired on and stopped the other day, 
because she attempted to pass the Chun-hov, a Chinese gunboat 
in the service of the Canton Government, without hoisting her 
flag. The affair is thus related by the Daily Press :— 

“On the steamer leaving for Canton on the 29th Sept., on her 
regular trip, when in the Cap-sing-moon pass, she was brought to 
by a shot from the Chun-hov. The first officer of the latter was 
sent on board the Kin-shan, and as soon as he was safely on board 
Captain Benning quietly put his helm hard over and steamed for 
Hong Kong, with Mr. First Officer on board, where he was landed. 
After arriving in Hong Kong the agents of the steamer, with the 
captain, waited on the Governor, and we understand that the whole 
matter has been referred by him to Commodore Jones, as being 
one purely concerning the naval authorities. It seems that the 
captain of the Chun-hot was not on board at the time, the first 
officer being in command, and having received orders from his 
lad to compel the boat, when she passed, to hoist her colours. 
When the shot was fired she had no colours flying, and the officer 
was without uniform when he boarded the Kin-shan. The Chun- 
Aoi was still at anchor in her former {position when the Poyang 
passed on the 29th ult., and, although she had no colours flying, 
nothing was said. The Kin-shan again proceeded on her trip about 
twelve o’clock on the 29th.” 

The Disarmament Ordinance has been repealed, as the Canton 
Government declined to continue their co-operation. 

; : fire brigade is being organised, and promises well for the 
uture. 

No further news had been received from Japan regarding the 
supposed Providenza, and the identity of the vessel is now doubted. 
The Providenza would appear to be a ship-rigged craft of 560 
tons burthen, with varnished masts, of French build, and to have 
been painted with a yellow line. The vessel now in the hands of 
the Japanese is reported to be barque-rigged, of from 300 to 350 tons 
burthen, with white masts, and to have a white line painted round 
her. The coolie contracts found in the possession of the Chinese on 
board are dated Mayand July, 1867, and must have reference to the 
last trip of the Providenza to Callao, from which she returned on 
the 23rd April last, after having landed her cargo in safety. The 
conclusion to be drawn, therefore, from the finding of these con- 
tracts is not that the vessel isthe Providenza, but that the coolies 
found on board are some of those who were shipped in the Prow- 
denza at Macao in the course of last year, who were landed by her 
in Callao about the end of last year or early in this year, and who 
mae have now come from that port or from somewhere along that 
coast. 

The captain of a vessel lately from Peru states that it was ru- 
moured there, juat before hessiled, that a vesseljin the coasting trade, 
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commanded by a Spanish captain, and with a Chilian crew ,had 
sailed from Callao some time previously with 15,000 dols. in specie 
on board, and some sixty or seventy of the coolies lately arrived 
in the Providenza and Camilla Cavour, and had never arrived at 
her port of destination, or been heard of along the coast. It is 
not improbable that the crew of this vessel may have murdered 
their captain, plundered the treasure, and gone off in the missing 
boats, leaving the coolies behind, who then, in the hope of reco- 
vering their iberty, may have shaped the best course they could 
towards China, and so blundered on the Japanese coast.

It is with much regret we learn that his Majesty the King of 
Siam had been seriously ill with fever during the latter part of 
August and the whole of September, and that although on several 
occasions he seemed to be recovering, relapses always took place, 
and when the last steamer left, recovery was deemed hopeless. 
The fever is supposed to have been caught during the visit to 
Iiua Wan to see the eclipse, and the jungle malaria at that place 
must be very virulent, for eight of the Siamese visitors of rank, who 
accompanied the King on that occasion, have died from fever since 
their return, including H.R.H. Krom Koon Rachasee, a nephew 
of the King. H.R.H. Somdetch Chowfa Chulalornkorn, the eldest 
son of the King, had also been ill with the fever, but had appa- 
rently quite recovered. His Majesty's favourite medical attendant 
was said to be H.R.H Krom Hluang Wongsa t’irat, a half-brother, 
but the King was also said to be fond of himself prescribing 
for his own case, and to be a good deal his own physician. 
Dr. Campbell had been called in on the 19th September, and 
thought favourably of the case, after taking note of the symptoms ; 
but, finding he could not have access to the Royal bedside in order 
to administer his medicines in person, he very properly refused to 
incur any responsibility by interfering second-hand, as it were, 
with the case, and withdrew altogether. The native Siamese phy- 
sicians are said to have an unreasoning prejudice against quinine, 
which European doctors have found so invaluable in cases of fever. 
There seem to be good grounds for believing that had the King 
been prevailed upon to see Dr. Campbell, and undergo his treat- 
ment with quinine, &c., his recovery would have been insured. 

His Majesty’s death would be a great loss to the Kingdom of 
Siam. He has proved himself an able, enlightened, and liberal 
monarch, whom it will be difficult, if not impossible to replace 
and we sincerely hope that our next advices from Bangkok will 
tell us that he has after all recovered. 

A fire had taken place in Bangkok, of which no particulars are 
given, however, except that the loss was estimated at 20,000 ticals. 

We regret to learn that the Siamese Monitor, a weekly paper, 
which has been in existence for some time, has become defunct. 
It has been succeeded by the Daily Advertiser, mainly an adver- 
tising sheet, but with a note or two of local news. 

The last number of the Monitor to hand contains a long account 
of the expedition to Hua Wan to see the eclipse. The King of 
Siam evinced the most extraordinary liberality and munificence 
in feasting many thousands of his princes, officers, and people, 
together with many Europeans and Americans. A general invita- 
tion was issued to all dsreigueys in Bangkok, offering them a free 
passage by steamer to Hua Wan (140 miles) and back, comfortable 
quarters there and a free board. The cuisine, wines, &c., it is said, 
were both abundant in quantity and unexceptionable in quality. 
His Majesty, it is estimated, spent on the whole about 2,000 catties 
of silver, equal to 96,000 dols. Baron Hugon Le Tourneur, Captain 
of the Sarthe, is said to have contributed 20,000 dole. towards the 
expenses of the Commission, the French Government 10,0vv dols., 
and t the Chief Astronomer, M. Stephans, several thousand dols. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 9th October. The outward mail 
of Aug. 28 was delivered on Sept. 30. The following summary 
of news is from the Straits Times of Oct. 9. 

On the 26th ultimo. Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co’s steamer 
Glengylejarrived from Calcutta, with telegrams from Rondon to the 
15th September. The Reiver, belonging to the same firm, left 
Calcutta three days before the Glengyle, but has not been heard 
of since, and it is feared that she has met the fate of the Thunder. 

An Italian man-of-war, the Principessa Clotilde, arrived in this 
port from the Cape on the 27th ultimo, and has since proceeded 
on to Japan, to which station she has been appointed for three 
ears. Her date from the Cape was 18th August. 

The P. & O. Steamer Columbian arrived from Hong Kong yester- 
day morning and leaves with our home Mails at seven o’clock this 
morning, thus being here only twenty-four hours, in accordance 
with the new rule insisted upon by our ignoraut, obstinate, postal 
authorities at home. Here is this steamer in a day before her 
time. She does not call at Penang. She will be days before her 
time in Galle. There is not a pretence of a reason for sending 
her away before Saturday. By despatching her this morning, 
immense inconvenience is caused to the whole community—most 
of whom must have sat up all night writing up their correspon- 
dence. The twenty-four hours’ stay here is simply preposterous, 
and not to be endured. F 
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A large fire broke out on the evening of the 2nd October in the 
Gaylang district, half-way to Siglap, which resulted in the total 
destruction of a couple of sago manufactories and twenty-two at- 
tap huts ; total loss estimated at 12,000 dols. 

A large public meeting was held in the Town-hall on the after- 
noon of the 5th inst, to protest against the breach of faith on the 
part of the Home Government with this colony with regard to the 
military contribution. 

The Legislative Council have held three sittings, one on the 
28th Sept., one on the 1st Oct., and one on the 6th Oct. 

At the first meeting a communication was received from the 
Indian Government, requesting an addition to the monthly postal 
subsidy of Rs. 1,000, contributed by the Straits Colony under the 
contract with the British India Steam Navigation Company. The 
Indian Government wish to have four weekly instead of monthly 
mails; hence the reason for the increase asked. The Council 
voted an addition of Rs. 87 to the monthly subsidy of Rs. 1,000. 
A discussion took place whether it would be preferable to have a 
Coinage Bill introduced in this colony, founded upon English law 
Ms upon the Indian Penal Code. The latter seemed to be in most 

avour. 

“ At the meeting on the Ist instant, H. E. the Governor laid be- 
fore the Council a brief despatch from his Grace the Duke of 
Buckingham and Chandos, announcing the Queen’s approval and 
allowance of the Supreme Court Bill. There is not a word said 
about the petition sent home against the Bill, nor any notice taken 
of the letter of Mr. Napier, the Chairman of the Straits Associa- 
tion, calling attention to the petition. This implies simply studied 
discourtesy and disrespect to the residents of this Colony, unworthy 
of a Minister of the Crown, and calling for satisfactory explanation. 

At the third meeting of the Council on the 6th instant two 
Ordinances were passed—viz.,a Bill to Amend Ordinance No. 6 
of 1867 and the Chinese Passenger Bill. Neither call for any 
comment. The Gambior Bill was rejected by the casting vote of 
the Governor. As a very considerable difference of opinion is 
known to exist on this question among the mercantile community, 
his Excellency probably exercised a wise discretion in postponing 
by his vote any legislation on the subject for the present. Peti- 
tions for and against the Bill were presented to the Council, and 
a considerable amount of correspondence has been published in 
this paper regarding the Bill of a lively and even acrimonious 
character. 

We have been informed that the Dutch steamers belonging to 
Messrs. Besier and Jonkheym, of Java, have lately been purchased 
by the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company, and will 
continue running between Batavia and this port.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yorouama.—Cotton Yarn: Considerable sales of 16-248 and 28-32s, 
prices firm. Grey Shirtings: A fair business had been done, and rates 
closed firm. White Shirtings had declined in value and were out of demand. 
T-Cloths: Nothing doing; quotations nominal. Spots and Brocades: Quiet, 
nominal, and unsaleable. Velvets: Small inquiry for Black at quotations. 
Taffachelass: A demand had again sprung up, but at unremunerative prices. 
Other Cotton Goods were not inquired for. Camlets: Little inquiry for 
anything but Black, which had been rather freely saleable at $17.50 to 18. 
Cloth: Black had been in large demand, and good business had been 
done, chiefly in Unions and Medium. Pilots were also in demand. Blankets: 
Strong inquiry, but no stocks. Metals: Very depressed. The following 
were the current quotations:—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16 to 24, $48 to 49 
per picul ; 28 to 32, $51 to 52; 38 to 42, $48 to 49. Grey Shirtings: 
7 lbs., $2.30 to 2.38 per piece; 8.4 to 8.8 Ibs., $2.93 to 3.05. White

NaGasaxi.—Messrs. Alt and Co.'s Circular is as follows :—* Our 
market has experienced a somewhat improved demand for some classes of 
cotton manufactures, and prices rule somewhat higher than in our last quo- 
tations. Fancy Prints especially have found a few purchasers at the ander- 
mentioned rates. In woollen goods we have little to report. Some sales have 
been made of Lustre Orleans and Camlet Cords, but stocks being in excess 
of present demand, no improvement in prices has taken place. Camlets 
and Figured Orleans meet with small sales, the former having met with 
some little inquiry lately. Lead: We have no sales to report since our 
last circular, and prices asked have declined. Of Nail Rod Iron the 
stocks still continue in excess of demand. Saltpetre is saleable at previous 
quotations, $8 to 8.50, and supplies small. Quotations :—Grey Shirtings, 
7 Ibs., $2.25 to 2.30 per piece; do., 83 Ibs., $2.85 to 2.95; T-Cloths, 6 
to 7 Ibs., $2.10; American Drills, $3 80 to 3.90; White Shirtings, 64 
reed, $2.80 to 3.80; White Spots, $2.90 to 3; Dyed do., $2.90; White

SHancuat.—tThere had been a very dull and inactive market for almost 
all classes of goods since last mail, and there were no signs of improvement. 
This state of matters had been partly cansed by over-speculation by natives 
and foreigners, and partly by the approach of the quarterly settling day. 
Grey Shirtings: Only 20,000 to 25,000 balea were reported as placed from 
first hands, and these sales were effected during the early part of the fort- 
night. Later on there had been no disposition shown by natives to buy, 
unless when cheap goods had been offered for cash. The nominal quota- 
tions were Tls. 1.95 to 2.03 for 7 Ibs., TIs. 2.27 to 2.33 for 8 lbs., and 
Tis, 2.65 to 8.10 for 9 Ibs. to 9.12 Ibs. Cash sales had been effected 
at several candareens under these figures. The stock was estimated 
at 550,000 bales, and the current rates did not hold out any induce- 
ment to shippers from Hong Kong or Japan. T-Cloths: Moderate 
sales had been effected at reduced rates, but the general demand was 
very inactive and buyers were far from inclined to operate. 6 lbs. 
Mexicans had been placed at Tls. 1.70 per piece. White, best 7 lbs., 
could not be quoted over Tls. 2.05 per piece. 8lhs. Cloth continued heavy 
in stock, with only a small demand for lucal consumption. White Shirt- 
ings had again declined in value, and a further fall had to be noted. 
Holders did not press sales, but buyers seemed to have the market verv 
much in their own hands. Drills: English goods had remained in small 
stock, and the inquiry had been moderately active. Best makes were 
quoted Tis. 4.40 to 4.45 per piece, and as the consumption was going on 
steadily at all the outports, there seemed no reason to predict any decline, 
unless stocks were materially increased. Sales of American goods had 
transpired at irregular rates, best chops having realised as high as Tle. 
4.70 per piece, but the general market was slightly below this figure. 
Jeans: A small parcel of American had been suld at Tis. 3.65 per piece. 
Sheetings were dull of sale, the nominal quotation for American 15 lbs., 
being Tls. 4.20 per piece. Fancy Goods: A small inquiry bad existed 
for Dyed Brocades at Ts. 2.80 to 2.90 per piece, which had been met to a 
moderate extent by importers. Chintzes had commanded some attention, 
but at very low rates. Black Velvets had been wanted for shipment to 
Japan, best goods having found ready buyers. Woollens.—Camlets : 
The only colours asked for had been Green and Black, while ordinary as- 
sortments had been almost impossible to place. Spanish Stripes: Sales of 
good assortments of C. P. H. were reported at Tle. 61 to G2, but the 
general demand was very languid. Long Els were quiet at lust prices. 
Figured Orleans: Best patterns and assortments were readily saleable, 
but ordinary makes difficult to move unless at very low rates. 
Fancy Woollens remained very quiet, with only a retail demand. 
Metals: Very little change was noticeable in the market for metals, Lead 
was dull of sale. Tin Plates were inqui-ed for at very |. w prices, Nail 
Rod Iron of suitable sizes was saleable. Hoop, lat, and Round, were in 
no demand. Coals: Sales of Cardiff had been made at Ts. 10.7.5 from 
ship in lots, of American Coals at Ts, 13.8.5 for part cargo, and of Aus- 
tralian at Tls. 9 to 9.2.5 per ton for cargo and portions uf cargoes, A 
small parcel of Formosa Coals had also been sold at Tls. 6.7.5. In Eng- 
ligh and Japan Coals no transactions had taken place, and the market gene- 
rally was quiet. Arrivals: 2,765 tons from Australia, 300 tons from Ja- 
pan, 1,340 tons Formosa, and 991 tons from Saghalien; total, 5,896 tons, 
which 300 tons were to order. The quotations current at the departure 
of the mail were as fullows:—G.E. Grey Shirtings, 884 yards 39 in.

scarcely be denominated an advance. The continued disturbances in the 
North prevent, it is believed, the arrival of Oshu and other silks from 
that quarter. Settlements amount to 1000 bales, leaving in stock fully 
600 bales. Silkworms’ Eggs: A moderate business had again been done 
in eggs. Arrivals continued on a somewhat diminished scale, and fresh 
sales were about 150,000 cards. Sorts equal to the best of the early part 
of the season were very rare, and commanded as high rates as ever, say 
#3.75 for Sinchu, to §4.60 for Oshu ; but the stock was largely composed 
of inferior and Bivoltini, and these sold at low rates, say 50 cents to 
$1.25. Good ordinary were worth $1.75 to 2.50. Total arrivals to 
date 1,700,000, against to date last year 600,000.

Holdsworth:—The latest advices received from England since the date of 
my last circular of the 10th inst. are by letters to the 1st August, and 
by telegrams, via Kiachta, to the 1st Sept., the latter announcing the Silk 
market “dull and irregular; Chop Thirds Tsatlee 30s., Red Peacock No. 4 
Tsatlec 253. per Ib.” Business here was resumed immediately after the de- 
parture of the last outward English mail, and settlements were made to the 
extent of about 900 bales, 827 bales of which were exported per M. I. 
steamer Dupleix on the 19th inst., since which date transactions have 
continued on a very limited scale, and the purchases for the fortnight 
are estimated at not over 1800 bales. The demand has again been chiefly 
for the finer classes, and consequently Re-reels and fine size Silks form 
the bulk of the settlements. Chop Thirds Tsatlee have been purchased at 
Tls. 550 to 565, which show a decline of Tls. 10 to 15 per picul on the 
quotations given in my last circular, but as the parcels settled consisted 
of No. 4 in far larger proportion to No. 3, the decline is not so great aa 
at first sight it would appear to be ; quotations for all other descriptions 
of Silk show a decline of Tls. 5 to 15 per picul. To-day, however, 
‘Ts, 560 are asked for Donky Chop and Ts. 575 for T'so Ping. The arrivals 
from the interior for the past interval have been very small, and notwith- 
standing the limited nature of the business transacted, the unsold stock is 
reduced to 4000 bales.

In our issue of the 5th ultimo we inserted a letter from a 
passenger by this steamer, expressing surprise that in the 
finding of the Naval Court no notice was taken of the “ send- 
“ing off the passengers in the captain’s gig, without an officer 
“or crew—without a compass, an atom of biscuit, or a drop

passengers were only put into her as a precaution in case the 
steamer should heel over, and she was never intended to leave 
unless that emergency arose. The passengers were not “ sent 
off” at all, but took the matter into their own hands. Under 
theso circumstances no blame can be attributed either to the 
action of the captain, or the working of the boat regulations 
on board the P. and O. steamers.

WHIG OR TORY? 

Tue elections that will decide the fate of the present Mi- 
nistry will be completed in the course of this month, 
and should the confident expectations of the Liberal 
party be realised, Mr. Guapstone and his supporters will 
enter upon what is not unlikely to be a long term of office. 
Under these ciroumstances it may not be altogether inap- 
propriate to consider for a moment the possible effect of the 
impending change on the numerous and important interests 
generally summed up as “ The China Trade.” Editorially, 
we are as a rule silent with regard to home politics; con- 
sidering our sphere of usefulness to lie in supplying our 
readers with an accurate and well-digested summary of news, 

- in the diffusion of reliable information specially relating to 
the countries of the Far East, and in the discussion of such 
topics only as are essential to the well-being of the commu- 
nities resident, or interested, in those countries. \We have 
never hesitated to censure a Ciovernment or an individual, 
of whatever party, when acting unjustly towards the interests 
we claim to represent ; aud we would be the last to with- 
hold commendation, when it is fairly earned, either by 
Liberal or Conservative. If we adopted a motto, it would 
be—Measures, not Men. And if we now call attention to 
certain unfavourable contingencies that may arise out of the 
accession to power of a Liberal Administration, it is done in 
no party spirit. 

“Retrenchment” is a great election ery with Mr. Guap- 
STONE'S party, aud a very good ery it is. No doubt the 
pruniog-knife should be vigorously applied to the Estimates, 
and numerous are the uuproductive branches of the tree of 
national expenditure that might be lopped off with benefit to 
the parent trunk ; but then the instrument should be used 
by a skilful and prudent hand. True economy does not con- 
sist in a reckless cutting down of Estimates. A saving 
effected at the cost of efficiency is no saving at all; and it 
is this sort of operation which we fear is likely to be practised 
by Liberal Reformers on some items of expenditure that are 
really necessary to maintain our position and protect our 
trade in China. We have from time to time noticed the 
persistent efforts of Messrs, CuinpeRs and STaNsFELD to ob- 
tain a reduction in the allowauce for the Legation at Peking, 
to shelve the vote for Consular buildings in China and J apan, 
and to prevent the despatch of gunboats to suppress piracy. 
On this last point a renewed agitation has lately taken place. 
Tn a recent issue we chronicled a speech wherein Mr. Sransretp 
stigmatised the new twin-screw gunboats built for this special 
service as “ wretched wooden vessels, unfit either to fight or 
to run away,” and now Mr. Campers, Mr. GoscHEN, and Mr. 
GapsTonE return to the charge, the latter going so far as to 
declare (in his late speech at Warrington), that the money 
expended on them by the present Government “ might as 
well have been thrown into the sea.” ‘These gentlemen seem 
to think that the true way to manage naval affairs would be 
to maintain achannel fleet of powerful ironclads, just to pro- 
tect the shores of Great Britain, and leave all our foreign com- 
merce and outlying dependencies to take care of themselves, 
These may be very “ Liberal” and very economical views, 
and are doubtless admirably suited to the intelligence of the 
Lancashire operatives, to whom they have of late been spouted 
by the hour ; but we doubt very much whether they will 
meet with the approval of the mercantile and shipping in- 
terests, either at home or in the colonies, As for the actual 
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value of the gunboats in question, they were very accurately 
described in a speech recently made by Lord Henry Lewxox 
at Chichester, which was on this and many other points a 
crushing reply to some of the Radical leaders. “They are 
“ much faster than the class they are intended to supersede, 
“and they are in every respect most admirable sea boats. 
“One of them which went out to China, the Dwarf, was 
“ overtaken with several severe gales, and on one occasion, 
“when the weather was stormy, the 64-ton gun was cast 
“ adrift, as if they were about to use it in action, and the 
“ vessel was still found to be sufficiently steady to enable 
“ them with safety to serve that gun. Therefore, as wooden 
“« vessels, they are neither slow nor weak.” 

After all, this frantic opposition to the course pursued by 
the present Government with regard to China affairs may be 
nothing but an electioneering dodge, and when they are 
fairly installed we may find the Liberals inclined to deal fairly 
in all these matters. But in the meantime it must be owned 
that China interests have always received their due share of 
attention at the hands of the Conservatives, until the recent 
prolonged struggle over the Reform question shut out almost 
all other subjects. If their opponents and probable suc- 
cessors in office evince an equal amount of consideration, we 
shall have no reason to be dissatisfied ; but when they grudge 
every shilling voted for the maintenance of our position in 
China, it is to be feared that such a measure, for instance, as 
the repeal of the military-tax on Hong Kong—which would be 
a really Liberal measure—can hardly be expected from the 
so-called Liberal Government.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Rorrerpau, November 4. 

The most sad events have occurred here. Last week a noisy and 
turbulent mob ran every evening through the streets, insulting the 
pole and breaking windows. This mob was headed by a certain 

. de Vietter, a so-called champion of the rights of the people. He 
had succeeded in creating amongst the lower classes indignation 
against the communal authorities, by speeches and pamphlets espe- 
cially directed against our system of judicial administration. Some 
discontent also prevails amongst the wealthier classes, occasioned by a 
proposal of the Communal Council to borrow six millions of guilders 
for the construction of public works, the interest of which was to be 
covered by a sewerage tax. Last Friday evening the mob was more 
threatening than ever, and when the demonstration was again repeated 
on Saturday night, it was feared that a serious encounter would take 
place between the police and the mob. The burgomaster, however, 
did not take any extraordinary measure, so that a comparatively 
small number of police stood alone to restrain a furious mob. 
At eleven o'clock, when the tumult became of an uproarious charac- 
ter, it was decided to send for troops from the Hague, but before the 
cavalry could arrive serious fights took place between the mob and the 
police, who were obliged to make use of their swords. The windows 
of many private houses were broken, the street lanterns were pulled 
down, the pavements were broken up, the offices of the police were 
literally besieged, the Town-hall was severely damaged, all the windows 
being broken, the furniture destroyed, and an endeavour made to get 
this building as well az the office of the police on fire. The mob 
would doubtless have succeeded in their plans, but the police received 
reinforcements from another station, and succeeded in forcing the mob 
to evacuate the Kaasmarkt. Soon after this the cavalry arrived and 
cleared the streets. JI need not add that there are a great many 
wounded and some dead. The mob have not dared to repeat the de- 
monstration, the police having now plenty of military force at their 
disposal. Infantry, cavalry, and even artillery have arrived, and mar- 
tial Jaw has been proclaimed. The tumult had not the least political 
character, notwithstanding that the Dagblad asserts the contrary. The 
mob shouted and cried, “ The taxes are too high !” and I do not think 
that one tax-payer was amongst them. 

The political news is very scanty. The members of the Second 
Chamber of the States General met yesterday, when it was decided to 
open to-day the discussions upon the India budget of 1869. It is said 
that the Opposition will not undertake a serious party fight on this 
occasion, but that it will be adjourned till the members deal with the 
ordinary budget of the Colonial Department. 

In one of the section reports some members asked if there was any 
chance of a steam line between Java and Australia being subsidised. 
The Minister replied that, according to the last advices, there was not 
sufficient traffic, but he has suggested that a communication should 
be established by a steamer from Batavia to meet the steamers of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company running between Point de Galle 
and Australia. Negotiations have been opened between our Govern- 
ment and the P. and 0. Company respecting this matter. 

About the Huet scandal [am ina position to inform you that the 
Chamber refuses to approve the grant of passage-money by the Con- 
servative Minister to the editor of the Liberal paper. You will re- 
member that the Opposition insinuated that Liberal Governments hal 
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also granted free passages to private persons, not being functionaries ; 
bat it was shown by official papers that thia insinuation was without 
the least foundation. That the only intention of Mr. Huet was to 
obtain money is proved by the fact that the correspondent of the Java 
Bode paid him 4,000f. for his passage. 

The Amsterdam Canal Company has issued a prospectus of a loan of 
f.6,500,000, giving interest at 4 per cent. The price will be 87 per 
cent., and the payment of the interest is guaranteed by the State. 

The Prince of Orange has been appointed honorary president of the 
International Statistical Congress, which will meet next year at the 
Hague. 

Mr. G. A. Yesel de Schepper, ex-member of the Second Chamber of 
the States-General, died some days ago. 

On the 14th of November a detachment of one hundred and fifty 
soldiers will be shipped by the Electra, bound for Batavia.

NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampurc, November 3. 

A paragraph appeared lately in a local paper of this city, stating that 
a Pastor Maurach, of Oberpahlen, near Dorpat in Lieflind, had in- 
serted an advertisement in the Courland Government Gatley request- 
ing the readers to send him spoiled stamps for a charitable purpose. It 
added that the Chinese have taken a sudden fancy for ornamenting 
umbrellas, lanterns, fans, and even the walls of thcir rooms with such 
postage stamps, which they cut out and paste on in various com- 
binations and devices, and that they buy them in any quantity—in 
thousands and even millions, paying for them at the rate of a dollar 
per hundred. It was further stated that the Rhenish Missionary 
Society, which has its representatives in various parts of China, would 
be glad to receive contributions of spoiled stamps, and that it devotes 
the money derived from their sale to the education of children that 
have been abandoned or sold by their parents. Having ascertained 
from some juvenile friends of mine that they were quite willing to 
devote their collections of stamps for such a philanthropical purpose, I 
wrote to the above-named clergyman to ask if the statement made was 
correct, and if so, suggested his giving me an address in Germany to 
whom they might be sent, rather than the more distant Russian pro- 
vince. He replied that it is all true as stated in the paragraph, and 
begs me to send any quantity 1 may obtain to Herr Edmund Mangels- 
dorf, at Leipzig, who will receive and forward them to their destina- 
tion ; in consequence of which I have sent him about four thousand 
such stamps of various countries, made up neatly into small packets of 
a hundred each. I relate this narrative in the cause of humanity, and 
appeal through your columns and those of the London and China Eu- 
press to the sympathies of the juvenile members of the families of 
many of your readers, who may have made such collections of spoiled 
stamps, and do not know what to do with them. They will be doing 
a good work by forwarding them to the above address at Leipzig. 


The Journal de St. Petersbourg gives a full and very favourable 
account of a concert given on the 20th May at Peking by a ILungarian 
pianoforte virtuoso named Franz Jachimek, a native of Oedenburg, in 
Hungary, remarking that it was the first public concert ever given in 
the Chinese metropolis. It was attended by the whole of the corps 
diplomatique, and several native mandarins of rank. Russians, Kug- 
lish, French, Prussians, Spaniards, Americans, and Chinese were as- 
sembled under one roof to listen to some good music performed in the 
most effective manner, and the concert was a great success. A Hun- 
garian journal, the /oro Lapok of Vesth, publishes some personal 
account of this enterprising musician, from which it appears that he 
has been travelling about in the Far East ever since 1s64, and has 
visited Persia, Siberia, and a great part of Japan. 

The Austrian expedition sailed from Trieste on the 18th ult., and was 
expected to arrive at Gibraltar by the end of the month, with the in- 
tention of coaling there as well as to make inquiries about the state of 
the public health in Morocco. If the accounts are favourable the 
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vessels will go to Tangiers for a couple of days ; if not, they will pro- 
ceed direct to the Cape of Good Hope, where they would arrive about 
the middle of December and remain there a fortnight. From the 
Cape they will sail to Singapore, where they will be joined by Herr 
von Scherzer and Baron von Herbert, who have embarked at Trieste 
for Alexandria, and, after visiting the Suez Canal worke, will proceed 
by one of the P. and O. mail steamers from Suez to Singapore. Thus 
all the difficulties have at length been successfully overcome, and the 
Austrian Expedition to the Far East is an accomplished fact. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The rice market is quiet, and there is no alteration in values. Cassia 
lignea is scarce and in demand at 16 sch. beo. Pepper is alao more 
inquired for. A public sale has been held of 1,000 chests of candied 
ginger; the quality was very irregular, which accounts for the sale 
prices ranging from 8 to 103 sch. bco. per lb. The demand for teas is 
slack, and but few sales are reported at former rates. Spelter is firmer. 
and 11,000 centnera have been sold as follows :—1,000 for spring de- 
livery at 13 mks. 8 sch. beo., 3,000 loco at 13.10, 1,000 per November 
at 13.10, 1,000 per ditto at 13.104, 1,000 loco, favourite marks, at 
18.11, 2,000 ditto at 13.12., and 2,000 for spring delivery at 13.8. More 
silver has been withdrawn from the Bank, and the rate of discount has 
advanced, though but to a trifling degree.

{UNITED STATES. 
NEW YORK COMMERCIAL ADVICES. 


Tga.—Messrs. Beebe’s report on the New York market, dated 23rd 
ult., is as follows:—‘*Since our market report of the 8th Oct. the 
transactions in tea have been on a limited scale, at prices which show 
no material change in value. The stock of Greensin importers’ hands 
ia reduced to a few hundred packages, and from this date to the period 
when the new crop will come to hand our supply must reach us 
wholly from indirect sources. The sales reported from first hands 
since our last are 5,600 half-chests, including 2,000 half-chests re- 
ceived from London. The upward tendency to prices is checked by 
the general dulness of trade peculiar to seasons of political excitement, 
as well as by the fact that considerable purchases are being made in 
Canada by the large Western jobbera. Of Japans 2,000 half-chests have 
found buyers since the 8th instant at rather lower rates, and the market 
closes with but little inquiry for this class of goods. Oolongs con- 
tinue in limited demand, and prices are weak for old crop teas. Sales 
reported from firat hands during the fortnight are 4,400 half-chests, 
including 1,300 half-chests new crop goods recently to hand, via San 
Francieco. The outturn of the latter, although reulising extreme 

rices, is far from encouraging toimporters who are interested in the 

neoming crop. 

Sirx.—According to Messrs. Haywood and Co.’s Circular, the de- 
pressed state of lusiness generally, combined with the heavy impor- 
tations, have affected the raw silk market very materially, and prices 
close weak at quotations. Imports since the 1st October, 628 packages.

Each leaf contains a week, and it 
is intended to lie on the desk, or be suspended in the office, presenting 
to view the current weck, which when completed may be filed, or 
turned over at tho back. 
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A decree of the Spanish Minister for the Colonies declares that 
all the materials of foreign origin used for public works, as in 
railways, roads, and canals, may enter Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippine Islands free of duty. 

The eleventh and final call of 100 florins per share, with inte- 
rest, is to be‘paid on the shares of the Netherlands India Railway 
by the 2Cth instant. 

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on Calcutta and Madras were 
held at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta £171,100, and to Madras £28,900. The minimum price 
was fixed at 1s. 10}d., as before, and tenders on both Presidencies 
at 1s. 114d. will receive about 72 per cent. These results show a 
further} increase in the demand for means of remittance to the 
East. 

The Pacific mail steamer Japan, from China and Japan, reached 
San Francisco on the 20th October. Her date from Hong Kong is 
September 15, Yokohama October 2. She brings over five hundred 
passengers from China and fifteen hundred tons of merchandise. 
She experienced heavy weather during most of the passage. 

The “ United Service Bank (Limited) ” has stopped payment. 
The liabilities are not very considerable, but they may prove 
sufficient to cause some individual embarrassment. The company 
started about three yearsjago as “ agents and bankers to the army, 
navy, and civil service in England, India, and the Colonies,” with 
a board of direction upon which were—Major-General Q. Balfour, 
Sir W. M. Coghlan, Sir Claude de Crespigny, Bart., Major-General 
Richard Hall, Colonel Hobday, and Mr. E. Maltby, late member of 
Council at Madras. The prospectus stated that Mr. W. V. Mor- 
gan, of the firm of Saunders, Otley, and Morgan, would join the 
board on the completion of pending arrangements. These gentle- 
men, however, after a time withdrew, and the business was carried 
on by the manager, Mr. @. E. Hudson. The original designation 
of the undertaking was “The United Service Company. 

Bills of exchange on the Government of Ceylon for Rs. 250,000 
were disposed of on the 12th instant by tender, at the offices of 
the Crown Agents for the Colonies. The minimum was fixed at 
1s. 114d. per rupee, at and above which the whole amount was 
taken. 

The following circular has been addressed to the shareholders of 
the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company by the London agents, Messrs, 
Mactaggart, Tidman and Co :—“ Dear Sirs,—We are glad to be able 
to inform you that we are in possession’ of a telegram from the 
Tanjong Pagar Dock Company (Limited), Singapore, announcing 
the successful opening of the new Graving Dock on the 17th of 
October—two steamers being already under repairs. The success 
of this most important department of the company’s undertaking 
is now secured, and a large increase of very remunerative business 
may be with confidence expected.” 

Grant’s Kiachta line closes on the 24th November, after which 
date no further telegrams for China and Japan can be despatched 
by that route. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Pera, from Southampton on the 14th inst., was in gold to Alex- 
andria, £5,000; to Galle, £10,660; to Bombay, £55,700; to 
Madras, £11,704; to Calcutta, £20,000; in silver to Bombay, 
£280 ; to Singapore, £14,500 ; to Hong Kong, £12,529; total in 
gold, £103,064 ; in silver, £27,309. 





BULLION AND SPECIE. 

ane following is from the Circular of Messrs, Moccatta and Gold- 
amid :-— 

The demand for Bar Silver for India, which at the beginning of the 
month appeared to be impending, has not developed itself, and the 
last purchases which have been effected were for transmission to the 
Continent. There is, however, but a very limited quantity now here. 
Mexican Dollars are extremely scarce, and though the inquiry for 
China is far from general, there are so few here that we may fairly an- 
ticipate a slight advance upon the last rate (59d.). 

The amounts of gold lately reccived have not been important; but 
the French Exchange has become rather firmer, and there is no longer 
a Continental demand. It is quite possible, however, that the inquiry 
may be resumed from one day to another, while the requirements for 
Brazil, India, and other destinations, do not amount to a total of any

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
as 
TEA. 

In common with most articles of produce, tea has suffered from the 
unsettled state of the country, consequent upon the near approach of 
the elections, and the transactions have been below the average of 
the season. The continued large deliveries, however, give tone to the 
market, and as stocks in the hands of both wholesale and retail 





dealers are extremely light, there is a constant but steady demand 
going on, although not sufficient to keep pace with the large quantity 
of tea now being poured into this market. There is no falling off 
in the demand for common tea, which has been taken largely both 
for export and home use; there are now very few parcels of old im- 
port in first hands, and no great quantity is held by speculators, as 
a large proportion of this class of tea which has recently been sold 
belonged to the latter, having been bought inthe spring of the year at 
1s. 8d. to 1s, 4d. ; this scarcity has caused a slight advance in common 
Congou, but it has not exceeded 4d. per lb. The last telegram from 
China, dated Hong Kong, October 19th, gives the export to date, 
106,000,000 lbs., or an increase of only about 4,500,000 lbs. for the 
fortnight. This would seem to indicate that the advices from here 
have at last produced some good effect, and that a more rational course 
of proceedings would naturally follow, but as a telegram from Shanghai, 
dated October 14th, refers to the tea market as “ firm, with an active 
demand,” we confess we are unable to understand such an anomalous 
state of things, especially as we are assured, upon positive testimony, 
that merchants are now losing upon nearly every contract made, and 
as the state of the market here must have been well known in China 
before the 14th of October. We are glad to notice that the later 
arrivals from Foochow bring a better class of Kaisows than we had by 
the earlier ships, as although there have been but very few parcels of 
fine tea, the medium kinds are better in leaf, and much more free 
from dust; these kinds have lately sold extremely cheap. A small 
sale of Indian tea has been held, and asa large proportion consisted 
of tea of really desirable character, there was fair competition, and 
nearly the whole sold at full prices. There is a sensible increase in the 
demand for fine Assams, in consequence of the general inferiority of 
the China crop. In Greens there has not been much doing, although 
prices are much lower than they were last year. In scented teas and 
Oolongs there is no change. Common Congou is slightly dearer, but 
Broken Leaf, being rather more plentiful, has slightly declined. 


SILK. 
Since the 6th instant] business in silk has not been large, but all

the hands of consumers, as they are compelled to pay full rates for 
what they want. A parcel of very good Kahing Tae ho’s chop has 
realised 26s., which isa full price. Some ‘ pheasant chop” Tsatlee 
have realised £27s. and 26s., some ordinary Tsatlee about 233. 6d. to 
24s. Japans have been quiet, prices about the same. 





® Corron. —A feeling of depression has come over the Liverpool mar- 
ket, and a material falling off in the amount of business going forward 
has to benoted. The demand from the trade has been much restricted, 
and the spirit of speculation which existed a short time ago has entirely 
disappeared, and many who purchased somewhat freely are now quite 
as anxious to sell. In this condition of affairs prices show great irregu- 
larity and a general downward tendency. Quotations have been offi- 
cially reduced 4d. per 1b., and now rule as follows :—American, 10d. 
toll}d.; Pernam., &c., 10}d. to 11d. ; Egyptian, 7d. to 22d.; Surat, 
6jd. to 9$d.; Madras, — to —; Bengal Scinde, &c., 6jd. to 7}d. 
Arrival cotton excites very little notice, and the only sales have been 
of Oomrawuttee, fair new merchants, July and August sailing, at 84d.; 
basis fof middling, ship named, from New Orleans, 10$d.; and Sa- 
vannah, 103d. The London market has been gradually declining 
throughout the interval, and rates are jd. per lb. lower on the spot, and 
4d. for floating parcels. 

Corrrz.—An improving statistical position of the market continues 
to give a healthy tone to prices. The deliveries for export show an in- 
crease for the first forty-five weeks of this year, on those of the corre- 
sponding period of the previous year, of 10,000 tons, whilst the 
deliveries for home consumption for the same period show an increase 
of 1,700 tons; on the other hand the large excess of stock is now de- 
creasing, being only 3,000 tons heavier than in the corresponding 
week last year, whereas, at the end of August last, the excess amounted 
to about 8,000 tons. It must be borne in mind, however, that the 
improvement in the statistical position is only relative, for the increase 
in the deliveries may not be maintained, and there is still an excess of 
8,000 tons to be worked off. There has been a better supply of 
Ceylonjkinds, and about 1,500 casks Plantation sold at unaltered 
prices, except some fine home trade marks, which were in good 
demand, and obtained an advance. The business in Native Ceylon 
has been chiefly limited to what has been offered at public sale, as im- 
portera, aay, realised in the late rise a good proportion of the heavy 
stocks which they have held throughout the year, are not disposed to 
sell, except at higher prices. We hear, however, of one or two private 
transactions, in which Native realised 48s. 6d. to 49s. for good ordi- 
nary, and 50s. to 58s. for fine ordinary and fine bold qualities. The 
sales of Ceylon at public auction have comprised 1,117 casks, 288 
barrels and bags Plantation; good to fine fine ordinary, at 57s. to 67s. ; 
low middling to middling, 68s. to 77s. ; good middling to bold, 78s. 
to 86s. 6d.; and 240 casks, 942 bags Native, common to fully good 
ordinary, 463. 6d. to 49s, 6d.; fine ordinary to fine bold, 503. to 
57s. 6d. ; 809 bags garblings, part good brown, at 36s. 6d. to 37s. The 
stock of coffee in the United Kingdom on the 1st instant was 23,900 
tons, against 19,950 tons last year, and 15,500 tons at the same period 
of 1866. The amount on hand in the five leading ports of the Con- 
tinent was 68,270 tons, against 56,050 tons in 1867, and 49,880 tons 
in the preceding year. 

Com ay yeaa oe | the following small quantities have been offered 
and gold: 2 tons Cochin yarn at £29 10a. to £30 15s., 131 bales Cochin 
fibre at £32 10s. to £33 15s., 27 coils Ceylon rope, 3 inch at £20, and 
580 coils damaged Bombay at £20 for first class. 

Curcnu.—A further reduction has been submitted to, at which the 
demand is moderate ; in auction of 500 boxes fine Pegue elephant mark 
200 boxes sold at 303, 98 boxes fine from Calcutta sold at 283., and at 
the close business is reported at 293. 

Campnor.—There is a slight improvement in the demand for both 
China and Japan, the current quotation being £7 (re-weights), at which 
price about 100 packages have been sold since our last report. 

Cocoa-Nut O1.—There is still a steady although not active demand 
for Ceylon at £50 per ton. 

Gatts—Since the date of our last report there has been a slight 
revival in the inquiry, and twenty cases China have been sold at 
51s. 61. to 52s. 6d. Of Japan 83 cases of rather ordinary quality were 
offered at the auctions and partly sold at 48s. per ewt.
